Coal is thus 
delivered at the rate of one and 
a haf tons a minute, so that a 
long-distance locomotive can: be 
coaled in six minutes.”

Seven Years’ Practice - 
to Dismiss Bradman.

A’ dark-skinned bowler, whose 
magic with ‘the ball sprang from’ 
(hig skill ag a child with-a boom? 
erang, achieved the feat of get- 
ting Don Bradman out for a' 
duck, caught at the wicket, in 


the Sheffield - Shield match be 


tween -New South Wales and 
Queensland. 

‘The bowler was the much: 
diseussed Australian uboriginal, 
Eddie Gilbert, who bowls 
“kicker” with such venom in 
them that some players have re- 
fused to play against him. 


| Allegations as to the legality 


of his action have been made, 
but slow-motion pictures, spe- 
cially taken to disprove these al- 
legations show that, except for a 
very’ slight bend of the elbow, 


his delivery is unquestionably 
orthodox, 


Observers have marvelled at 
the tremendous pace. of the pitch 
that this aboriginal gets from an 
action which is no more violent 
than that of a slow bowler. 


It-has been said that a ball 
bowled by him cannot be seen 
from the stands after it leaves 
the pitch, Yet he walks only a 
few steps to make -hia delivery.

T have given jt as my ‘opinion 
before, and I will repeat {t now, 
that - the first movement of the 
swing is not with the hands or the 
clubhead, but with the left knec. 
And the first movement of tho left 
knee is not in the direction of the 
right kneg, but‘in the direction of 
the ball. The player, to begin his 
swing, should bend his knee almost 
forward, as though he intended to 
lean over the ball. 

While he is addressing the ball, 
‘his weight, though distributed. 
will be felt by a pressure on the 
‘right heel. 

Tho movement of the left knee, 
shifting the welght forward a 
little, gives the left hip a.natural 
start to its pivoting movement. 

-- As the hip comes further round, 
the left knee takes its usual course 
towards the right ‘knee. 

The Weight Behind. 

At the top of the swing, the 
weight is not nearly so complete- 
ly baek on the right foot as many 
players belicve that it should be 
‘—and many professionals have’ 
taught. If anything, the weight is 
evenly distributed, but ‘the best 
effect is that of having the weight 
on the right foot whilst leaning 
against the firm left sida of the 
body. - 

The firm left side of the body, 
with the left hip set in position, 
is real base of the swing. 

It {s your guard -againat getting 
the bedy in too soon, against fall- 
ing. back, against swaying, “head 
tp” and. many of the other com- 
mon faults that may mar the shot.

Residents of the qulct riverside) 


resort of Thames Ditton, in Surrey, 
wera awakened .in the early hours 
of the, morning recently by the rap- 
tap-tap of revolver shots, 

A few bold spirits ventured out 
to investigate and not long after- 
wards had a chance of assisting the 
most courageous thief-catcher tho 
countryside has seen «for a Jong 
time. 

It seems that burglars had crept 
into a house at Thames Ditton, but 
their efforts were foiled dy the 
owner, a light sleeper. Appearing 
on the. scene, he interrupted — tha 
depredations of his nocturnal 
visitors and chased them to tho 
river bank. 

The robbers jumped into a “boat 
and rowed away, but .were followed 
by. their Intended victim, who 
daringly swam after ‘them jn his 
night-clothes. The fugitives drew 
their revolvers and fired repeatedly 
at the splashing figure, but the 
pursuer, undaunted, kept grimly on 
although several bullets struck the 
water perilously near.: 

He gained on the fugitives and, 
when he was a few yards away, 
swam under water to the boat, 
which he tried to overturn.’ As he 
was attempting to execute this, well-
